 WasHINGTON, March 2.—The senate com mit- 
gee on the District of Columbia, at @ special 
gnd very short meeting this morning, voted to 
a adversely upon the nomination of James 
M. Trotter, the Boston colored man, nominated 
to be recorder of deeds for the District of Col- 
uobia. The vote was as follows: In favor of 
Trotter, Messrs. Harris, Brown and Cheney: 
, Messrs. Ingalls, Palmer, Blackburn 

and Vance. : 
Trotter arrived in Washington this morning, 
gnd was today appointed by Matthews to be 
deputy recorder of deeds. This circumstance 
has occasioned a great deal of comment, much 
of ft unfavorable. At the office of the recorder 
it isexp!ained that, as Matthews cannot hold 
office after the expiration of the present se3- 
sion of the senate,there would be no head to the 
office in case Trotter should not be contirmed. 
Hence Matthews has appointed Trotter his 
deputy. Some of the lawyers of the city are 
quoted assaying that il there was no other 
object than the one above given, there was no 
occasion for hurrying Trotter here from 
Massachusetts to become deputy. A district 
map, or cne of tho clerks in the office, could 
bave becu appointed aswell. The district law 
provides fora deputy, and he canrun the 
office in (iefault of a proper head to it. The 
opinion is expressed by some lawyers that this 
move is made to save the president from mak- 
jug a recess appointmentin case of the failure 
of the scnate toconfirm Trotter, The appoint- 
ment was made before the action of the com- 
mittce on Trotter’s nomination became known.

THE NAVAL APPROPRIATIONS. 


The Senate Discusses the Committee's 
Amendments, 

WASHINGTON, March 2—In the senate, Mr. 

Whitthorne, from the committee on naval af- 

fairs, reported back the senate bill to create a 


‘ maval reserveof auxiliary cruisers, officers and 


men from the mercantile marine. Placed on 


calenda:. 

The resolution offered yesterday by Mr. 
Hoar, authorizing the committee on privileges 
snd elections to continue during recess, the 
Texas investigation, was adopted. 

The senate at 1 o'clock proceeded to the con- 
sideration of the naval appropriation bill. 
Under the head of “increase of the navy” the 
committee recommended the striking out the 
house provision for two swift double bottomed 
steel cruisers and for four gunboats, all 
te. cost, exclusive of armament, not 
more $4,950,000 and the su stitu- 
tion .of two new sections providing 
for six protected steel cruisers with a speed of 
not less than twenty knots, to cost, exclasive 
of armament, not more than $9,000,000, and 
appropriating that amount; also appropriating 
for the armament of such vessels, $2,880,000; 
also appropriatiog $6,000,000 for heavily 
armored vessels, or floating batteries or rams 
for the coast and harbor defense; also appro- 
priating $720,000 for light draught gunboats; 
also appropriating $6,000,000 for torpedo boats 
and $600,000 for torpedoes and $1,800,000 for 
the armament of these vessels. 

Mr. Gray questioned the policy of the provis- 
jon réquiriug one of the six steel cruisers to be 
buiit on or near the coast of the Pacitic ocean, 
and two cfthem on or near the coastof the 
Golf of Mexico. This was only trammeliling 
the secretary of the navy, and interfering with 
the general object proposed. He was in favor 
of the accomplishment of what the section pro- 
posed, namely, the creation of six swift, avail- 
able and eiflicient cruisers; and, therefore, he 
moved to strike out that provision. 

Mr. Hale (who has charge of the bill.) stated 
that when the ten cruise: bill was up some 
weeks ago, 2 similar provision had been adopt- 
ed, after full discussion, on motion of the sena- 
tor from Alabama,(Mr. Morgan.) He had be- 
lieved then, and believed now, that one or two 
of these vessels could be builtand bo built 
speedily on the Pacific coast. The committee 
On appropriations had embodied these features 
in this amendment, taking a proportionate 
number (the whole number had been cut 
€own.) and, instead of giving two to the Pa- 
cific coast, had given one, and instead of giving 


three tothe Gulf of Mexico, had given two, 


leaving three to the Atlantic coast. 

Mr. Morgan argued the necessity of the gov- 
eInment having one or more construction yards 
on the gulf coast, to which war vessels might 
50 for necessary repairs. He believed that for 
$100,000 a construction yard could be established 
on the Alabama river, or the Mississippi, or at 


Pensacola, as gool as John Roach’s yard at | 


Chester. Ifaship builder having a contract 
for one er two of these vessels should conclude 
to build them, for instance, at Mount Vernon, 
Ala., he would find there iron, coal and timber. 
There was no place in the United States where 
these three great elements of cost in the con- 
struction of ships could be assembled cheaper 
than at Mount Veruon arsenal. 

Such a contractor would then be prepared to 
build aship of commerce or other war ships 
there and to repair ships. He thought it only 
fair and right that the people of the galf states 
should have an opportanity to embark in that 
business, and it was for the purpose of secur- 
ing that opportunity that he had proposed to 
have the contracts so given out that ship- 
builders might have vessels built on the gulf 
cast. 

Mr. Beck said that no one would accuse him 
of having any protectionist tendencies, and yet 
Le favored the proposition. He believed, that 
‘With the developments going on in that section, 
bids for two of these vessels would come from 
the south next fall. 

Mr. Whitthorne said that he would vote for 
theamendment as submitted by the committee, 
and especially did he favor that part of it 
#iuticized by the senator from Delaware, Gray. 
» Mr. Maxey favored the amendment re- 
Ported by the committee. He said 
that with an overflowing treasury, with no 

of a reduction of taxation, with an abso- 

lute necessity to empty the overgorged treas- 
dry vaults,and to put the money there into 
“iculation, there never was and never would 
a better time for providing, by law, for the 
“common defense. There should be at least one 
great navy vard established on the gulf coast, 
where the best iron, steel, live oak and long-

The question was then taken on Mr. Gray’s 
amendment and it was rejected. 

Mr. Plumb moved to strike out the item of 
six millions for heavily armored vessels or bat- 
teries or rams for coast defenses. In advocat- 
ing his motion, Mr. Plumb made a long politi- 
cal speech, criticizing and ridiculing the house 
and attacking the conferees upon the fortifica- 
tion bil in terms that brought Messrs, Dawes 
and Goiman, two of the senate conferees criti- 
cized, te their feet in defense of themselves 
and in rejoinder to Mr. Plamb. 

The debate which followed was also partici- 
pated in by Mr. Hale, and lasted until the 
close of the day. 

At the conclusion of a speech by Mr. Ger- 
mon, the bill was laid aside temporarily, and 
the senate, gn motion of Mr. Edmunds, went 
into secret session and subsequently took a re- 
cess until &:30 o’clock. 

Consideration of the naval appropriation 
bill was resumed at half-past eight o'clock, the 
question being on Mr. Plumb's amendment to 
striking out of the amendment of the com- 
mittee the item of six millions for heavily ar- 
mored vessels or armered floating batteries, or 
rams, to be used for coast and harbor defénse. 

The amendment was rejected without di- 
vision. 

The amendment recommended by the com- 
mittee was then adopted without division. It 
is an amend ment to strike a provision from the 
houre bill and substitute the two sections de- 
scribed in the first part of the report of the 
day session. 

The committee amendment for the purchase 
of kerisson’s “Destroyer’’ was agreed to. 

Mr. Aldrich offered an amendment appro- 
priating $25,000 for the purchase of the steam 
yacht “Stiletto,” to be used as a torpedo boat 
for experimental purposes. Agreed to. 

Mr. Mahone offered an amendment appro- 
priating $50,000 for the improvement of Naval 
Hospital park, at Portsmouth, Va. Agreed to. 

The bill and amendments were then report- 
ed to the senate, former proceedings being sup- 
posed to have been in committee of the whole. 

Mr. Fdmunds called for the yeas and nays on 
the amendment for six cruisers,fetc., sections 2 
and 3. 

Mr. Plumb moved toamend the amendment 
by making the last paragraph read that the 
material used in all naval structures provided 
for in the act, and the armament forthe same 
shail be. so far as practicable, of American 
production and shall be furnished and manu- 
factured in the United States, Agreed to. 

A vote was then taken on the committee's 
amendment—sections 2 and 3—and it was de- 
e:ded in the afiirmative.

the president with powers. It was not 
by raising business disturbances in Manitoba 
orin British Columbia, or by ivjariog the trade 
of Detroit and all border cities that the gov- 
ernment could make the world believe that it 
was retaliating for injuries inflicted off the 
banks of Nova Retaliation in kind 
kept the point in dispute continually before 
the eyes of the world, while retaliation by in- 
hibiting the incoming of railroad cars would 
injure the people of this country far more than 
the people of Canada. Ten of our cars passed 
over Canada territory, where one of their’s 
croesed ours. It would be not retaliation, bat 
irritation, to provoke war and injury to our- 
selves in the haste of anger—biting off the nose 
to spite the face. 

Mr. Dougherty, of Florida, hoped that the 
house would not recede from its amendment. 
He hoped that the senate would iusist upon its 
disagreement and hoped that this legislation 
would cie in the committee of conference. It 
had not been discovered that any American 
citizen had been deprived of his rights. The 
investigation would show that every vessel 
molested in Canadian waters had been molested 
in pursuance of law and without any violation 
of the existing treaty. This legislation was a 
virtual declaration of war against a friendly 
goverrmént, He took no stock in this war 
talk. The people of the country had war 
enough, and he relied upon the good sense of 
the people of America and L[England to settle 
this matter peaceably. 

Mr, Long, of Massachusetts, was glad that 
the gentleman from Florida had frankly stated 
his position, that things should remain as they 
were, That was the position which gentlemen 
tceok who were insisting upon the house bill. 

Mr. Breckinridge, o& Kentucky, said that the 
existing situation simply was that the senate 
had the house by the throat, and thatif the 
hovse did not do what the senate wished the 
house was responsible. In the name of 
the people whom the house of representatives 
immediately represented; in the name of the 
power and dignity of the popular branch of 
government, he protested against this indiguity 
to the house. [Applause on the democratic 
side.] He put the responsibility for failure 
where it belonged—upon the senate, which 
would not give the president power to make 
peace by means of retaliation. 

Mr. Randall did not think any struggle was 
likely to result between this government and 
the government of Great Britain, on the sab- 
ject of fisheries. There had been some stress 
laid upon the unity of the senate and the di- 
vided councils of the house, buf he did not 
think that this was exactly just. The house, 
in a patriotic manner, had adopted the propo- 
sition of the commitiee on foreign affairs. He 
favored that preposition.

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


Confirmation of Public Printer Benedict-- 
The Secretaryship of the Treasury, 
WASHINGTON, March 2.--The senate has con- 
firmed the nomination of Public Printer Ben- 
edict. The vote was 37 to 19. Messrs. Man- 
derson, Hawley and Evarts spoke in opposi 
tion, their grounds being that he was not a 
practical printer. Messrs. Gorman and Miller 
ad yocated confirmation, declaring the nominee 
was an experienced practical printer, although 
ne had not served a regular apprenticeship. 
They referred to reforms already accomplished 
‘o the government printing office as evidence 
of the practical nature of his acquirements.

Seen in Many Places. 
ASHEVILLE, N.C., March 2.—[Special.]—The 
Bingham Tarlington tiagedy, as it grows older 
increases in interest, and in the amount of at- 


but by some of the leading of the great 
news centers, notably the New York Herald 
and other Gotham dalies, universal currency 
has been given by the state press to the re- 
port that the Herald, with its characteristic 
enterprise, has sent from New York, two rep- 
resentatives who ostensibly are endeavoring te 
find asuitable location fora sheep ranch, or 
are examining critically large boundaries of 
timber, or viewing with capitalists the zich de- 
posits of some mineral, or making prominent 
some other fictitious mission, while with the 
assiduity, tact and painstaking known only to 
metropolitan reporters, they seek in these 
mountain fastmesses the deaf mute who 
so successfully has thus far evaded 
apprehension. It is not remarkable 
that such wide-spread interest should be awak- 
ened in the apprehension of this fagitive from 
justice for the dual reason that the crime with 
which he is charged is of the most unusual 
enormity, and alleged to have been perpetrated 
by @ man deprived alike of the power of speech 
and of the sense of hearing. That such 
an individual should be difficult to 
capture is in itself something of a mys- 
tery. On Friday, the 16th day of 
December ast year, Miss Tarlington took that 
fatal ride. That she was seen where her dead 
snd mutilated body was found in the vicinity 
of Cary, the day on which she was missing, in 
company with Dingham, her lover, was the fact 
that first and instantly awakened the universal 
copjecture that this deaf mute was his sweet- 
hearts marderer. The details of the search 
for her, and the finding of her body 
on the day before Christmas, are among the 
saddest things a state paper ever chromicled 
The particulars said to have been developed 
Ly the postmortem examination are the most 
diabolical and unheard of in the annals of any 
country, or in the most shocking. No such de- 
tails has ever been printed. The fiend, whoever 
he was, who perpetrated a crime of such heinous 
details, has surpassed in diabolism the foulest 
frenzies that ever floated through fiction’s 
brain. It was only a day or two after the dis- 
appearance of Miss Turlington until Walter 
Bingham was reported’ia the state of New York, 
threatening his supposed rival with death. A 
few days thereafter Governor Scales issued his 
proclamation offering $400 reward for this deaf 
mute who, for several weeks, was not heard of 
The next newspaper account then oscurred 
in regard toa man supposed to be Bingham 
reporting him to have been seen in Virginia 
near the North Carolina line. Early in the 
month of January, 2 man answering the de- 
scription of Bingham, in almost every particu- 
lar, was seen by Colonel G. D. Ray and others 
in the town of Burnsville, N.C. The manseen 
on ‘Turkey creek, in this (Buncombe) county, 
answering to the description of this 
fugitive was reported to have been 
seen early in February. Now, the latest ru- 
mor that comes from any authentic source is to 
the effect that this mysterious deaf mute has 
most likely been seer in the county of Tay- 
wood. How true this latter rumor is, or what 
foundation for it there may be, we cannot say. 
Widespread conjecture seems to abound that 
this sweetheart murderer lurks somewhere 
among the hills and fastnesses of western 
North Carolina.

LonpDown, March 2.--A conservative moyement 
with the object of forcing the government to 
deal with lreland immediately is assuming a 
critical phere.

The cabinet council convoked for today was 
postpened by Lord Salisbury at the hoar before 
the time fixed for the meeting, in order to 
enable him to have separate consultations with 
ministers and try and reconcile differences on 
the extent to which coercion shall be carried 
in Ireland. A cabinet meeting will be held t)- 
morrow. 

Viscount Lymington has written a letter 
which refiects the feeling of the literal-union- 
ists, protesting that the government’s want of 
action, nerve and courage, is paralyzing their 
treatment of the Irish question, and 
taking cay by day all heart 
and all principle out of the unionist cause. He 
declares that a vast majority of liberal-unionists 
are ready to accord the government whatever 
strong measuses may be necessary, but that it 
is insufferable from any point of view that an 
Irish nationalist or loyalist government should 
be permitted to exist, which, while refasing 
Ireland power to govern itself refases to gov- 
ern Ireland. After denouncing half-measures, 
pettifogging measures, the prostitution of con-

THE BURNING OF THE GARDNER ON 
THE TOMBIGBEE.

A Deck Hand's Clothes Take Fire From Burding Cot- 
tonand He Spreads the Flames-—The Pasgen- 
gers and Crew Jump Iate the River— 
Deeégs of Heroism by a Negro Boy. 


MopiLE, March 2.—News of the buraing of 
the steamer Gardner is coming in slowly. 
Nene was received until this afternoon. The 
fire was discovered by Captain Stone. A negre 
deck hand threw water on the bale, 
and in throwing another bucketfu! his clothes 
caught fire. Panic stricken, he ran from place 
to place setting fire te cotton bales, and in a 
few moments the boat was in flames all ever, 
She was in midstream and in motion. The 
crew and passengers jumped overboard. These 
lost were drowned. It is not thought that mere 
than «ne or two were burned. Captain Stone 
saved himself by swimming ashore. 

THE WORK OF RESCUE. 

later intelligence shows the fire originated 
from a spark from the chimney and was spread 
by a negro deck hand, as related. Thesteamer 
Tally was behind the Gardner, waiting to pass. 
As soon as the flames broke out, the Tally 
lowered her beats and threw over bales, seed 
sacks and planks to help the people who were 
jumping from the Gardner. 

The heat was so intense that the Tally did 
not dare go near, but her boats picked ups 
number of people. 

Had it not been for the presence of the 
Tally, but few would have been saved. When 
the fire broke out, the Gardner was ordered to 
run ashore. She backed and bells were rung 
for going ahead, but the engineers were driver 
from their posts by the flames, and the boat 
drifted into the woods en the opposite side 
from the place where there was a practicable 
landing. 

HE STOOD AT HIS PosT. 

Pilot W. H. Wilson remained in the pilot 
house until he found his signals were net 
obeyed and that the flames were licking the 
side of the pilot house, when he fied for his 
life. He is much praised for his heroism, 

The report of loss of life is confirmed. The 
persons mentioned as unknown in ast night’s 
report were: Mrs. Lindsay, chambe:maid; Jim 
Coleman, slush cook; Joe, a deck sweeper, and 
a colored woman, Mrs. Rembert’s nurse, name 
not given. Acabin boy of the Tally, named 
Barber, colored, performed heroic deeds im 
saving five lives, which he did by swimming 
ashore with those in tho water. 

JUMPING INTO THE WATER. 

The ecreams of those on the beat were heart- 
rending. Mrs. William Rembert threw her 
child finto the water, her husband taking 
the other two. Then she jumped in, All 
but the husband were drowned. 

Mrs. Jule Rembert wasalso on board, but 
was saved from drowning. She isat Demopolis 
and is in a precarious condition.

FIVE BUILDINGS BURNED IN THE 
CITY OF MACON. 

A Freight Enginecr Gives the Alarm~ Narrow Becape 
of Families-The Losses-The Insurance~- 
Thieves Canght—The Detectives’ Vora— 

Four Young Vag@donds- Other News. 


Macon, Ga., March 2.—[Special.]—At 3:30 
this morning an engineer of a freight train on 
the Macon and Western railroad was running 
aleng throvgh South Macon when he discov- 
ered the house of Mrs. Case in flames. 

He stopped the train and began blowing the 
whistle, and such an unearthly howl] has sel- 
dom disturbed the sleeping citizens of Macon. 
Several persons were awakened by the racket, 
and a general alarm of fire was sounded. The 
blaze originated in the kitchen of Mrs. Case's 
residence, and she and her mother, Mrs, Hol- 
@er, and Mrs. Case’s two children had barely 
time to get out! when the rooffellin. A few 
articles of furnitare were hastily snatched 
from the flames, and the remainder with the 
goods in the store house adjoining were sacri- 
ficed to the flames. 

Adjoining the Case property was 4 three- 
roomed dwelling, belonging to Mr. Holder, 
and occupied by a party named Hawlington. 
This caught fire and burned to the ground. 

Below was another three-roomed dwelling, 
owned by Mrs. Case, and oceupied by the fam- 
ily of ‘Mexican John,” who was killed in a 
railroad accident some time ago. This was 
burned to the ground, with its contents, 

The next sacrifice was a two-roomed cottage, 
belonging to Mr. M. A. Thompson, and it was 
burned. There houses formed a row fronting 
Jackeon street and extending from Elm to 
Boundary, and all were wiped out. 

Mrs. Case had a stock of goods worth’ about 
seven hundred and fifty dollars in her store, 
and her furvitare was worth from eight hun- 
@red toathousand. The house was wortha 
thousand or twelve hundred. Her property 
was insured, the house for $1,000 in the South- 
ern Mutual, the goods and furniture for $1,700 
in the Atlanta Home. 

Mrs. Holder’s house wes worth seven or eight 
bu dred dollars and was insured for $600 in 
the Southern Mutual. 

Mrs. Case’s other dwelling was worth about 
sc ven hundred and fifty and was insured for 
$400 in the Macon Fire insurance company and 
$200 in the Fire Association of Philadelphia. 

So faras could be learned the Thompson 
property was uninsured. The furniture of the 
other families amounted to several hundred 
dollars, and was not insured. 

Patrolman Tom Brown’s residence, as well 
as others near by, were seriously threatened. 
The fire department came out, but there was 
no fire plug near enough to afford water with 
which to tight the flames. This again shows 
the necessity of a larger water supply. 

Mrs. Hawlington fainted, and had to be car- 
ried from her house ona shutter. The scene 
was one of terrer, the roaring flames rashing 
from one building to another, with no means 
of checking their march of destruction. The 
families are all being cared for inthe best 
manner practicable.

During the past week our community has 
been in a state ofalarm bordering on panic, 
eceasioned by the breaking out of smallpox in 
Newnan. Itseems that Sid Williams came 
home from New York about two weeks ago 
suffering from rheumatism. While on the 
way home a breaking out appeared on his 
skin, which was-chought by the family to be 
chickenpox. While in this condition he was 
on the street, mingling freely with the citizens, 
and no one had the least suspicion of his real 
condition. About a week ago his mother, 
sister and little brother were taken sick, and 
it began te be whispered that they had smal'- 
pox, and it was so pronounced by Dr. G, W. 
Peddy and Dr. C, D. Smith, who diagnosed the 
cases. When these facts were determine’ the 
mayor and council instituted a vigorous quar- 
antire about the premises, doing all they could 
to prevent the further spread of the loathsome 
disease, Mayor Berry publishes the following 
card: 

To the Citizens of Newnan and Coweta County: 
As considerable alarm has been exhibited on ec- 
count of the probable existence of smallpox in the 
family of Mr. J. S. Williams, of this place, and as 
mapy unfounded and exaggerated reports have 
been put in circulation, I deem it proper to state 
that the city council of Newnan have taken 
prompt action and ordered and enforeed all laws 
and ordinances, state and municipal, to prevent its 
spread. The infected premises are properly policed, 
and such sanitary measures adoped as are 
necessary, or as have been advised by phy- 
sicians and sanitary experts, I have 
persopally inspected the premises and will see 
to it that every point is guarded to prevent the 
communication of the disease to others, and that 
the proper sanitary measures are carried out. Ido 
not believe persons coming to the city from the 
country or neighboring villiages would be in 
greater danger of exposure than is usual in pass- 
ing along the streets of cities where the disease 
exists almost continuously. Persons having bus 
iness in Newnan need only keep outside the limits 
barred aud flagged to be secure from exposure. 
The city council—who are alisober, sensible men— 
may be trusted to do their entire duty in the prem- 
ires, with an efficient police to carry out their 
orders. W. B. Berry, Mayor. 

As Dr. R. L. Y. Long has himself had the 
disease and has had experience in its treat- 
ment, his services were secured on Sunday and 
he now has full charge of the patients. He 
pronounces the cases as developing the worst 
form, that which is known as confluent, and of 
avery serious character. Mr. J. S. Williams, 
who has been the constant attendant of his 
wife and children, has never even been vaccin- 
ated, and there is little doubt that he will be 
an early victim. Itis hoped that the meas- 
ures adopted will have the effect of restricting 
the disease to this one house, provided it was 
not communicated by Sid Williams as he min- 
gled promiscuously among our citizens, A 
dsy or two more will probably relieve anxiety 
on this score. While the weather has been 
rather favorable to its spread, the near ap- 
proach of spring will prevent any extended 
development of this disease, and it is hoped 
that in a few days all cause for alarm will dis- 
appear. 

The surrounding towns are quarantiuing 
vigorously against Newnan,, and we presume 
they are right about it. Self-preservation is 
the first law of nature,and itisthe duty of 
every community to ward off so foul and 
loathsome @ Visitant so long as if is in their 
power.

Blandferd, J.—1. Under 22571 of the Code, 
upon the death of a husband, leaving a widow 
or minor child or children, the provision for 
the suppert of the family specified therein 
vests in such widow and minor child or chil- 
dren; and if the widow die before it has been 
set apart to her, this right to have the twelve 
mouths’ support survives to her administrator, 
and he may apply to the ordinary to have this 
allowance made in as ample, fall and complete 
& manneras the widow could have done were 
she in life. But where, after the death of the 
widow, a part of the estate of her husband was 
set apart to her as a year’s support, under an 
application made for her prior to her death, 
such proceeding was void and was propériy 
set aside.

»yE IT ORDAINED BY THE MAYOR AND GEN- 
DPD eral council of Atlanta: 

Section 1. From, and after the passage of this 
ordinance, the board of health shall cause to be 
kept, at some convenient place. a book for the reg- 
istration of all Geaths, as hereinaiter previded, oc- 
cuning in the city of Atlanta 

Sec. 2. In all cases of death occurring in the city 
of Atlanta, the attending physician shall give a 
certificate, according to a biank form prescribed aad 
furnished by the board of health; stating name. age 
sex, color, nativity, occupation,condition (marled 
single cr widowed), residence and date and 
cause Of death of such deceased person, to the 
family or person in charge of the dead body, and, 
in case of sudden death or any death where there 
is no attending physician, the city physician in 
the ward where the death occurs, when requested, 
shall, after satisfactory investigation, or any other 
physician, who has investigaied the fac’s may, 
when applied to, give such certificate; and the cor- 
oner or other officer acting in his place may like- 
wise give such certificatein cases coming uader his 
notice. Ifany person authorized to issme such 
certifgate cannot state the cause of death, he 
must certify that it is unknown, 

Sec. 3. When such certificate is presented to the 
board of health, or to the person designated by 
them, a permit shall be issued tor tha burial or 
removal of such deceased person,andithe certificate 
shall be filed and the facts therein set forth shall 
be duly recorded. 

Sec. 4. If the bo@y of any person who has died, 
without the limits of the city of Atianta, shall be 
brought iptothis city for burial, a certificatein 
due form shal) be presented, and a permit shall be 
issued as provided in the case of persons who dfe 
within the city. But the record shall show that 
such person is a non-resident, and the death shall 
net be charged to the mortality of the city, unless 
said deceased person should be a resident of this 
city, death having occurred during a temporary 
absence only from home.

An Important Decision. 

The decision of Judge Emory Speer in the 
United States district court at Savannah, in 
the habeas corpus case of Lemuel I.. Hoover, 
is one of more than ordinary interest and 
importance. 

Hoover had been convicted in Chatham 
superior court-of selling liquor without 
alicense. A fine was imposed with the al- 
ternative of imprisonment. The defendant 
refused to pay the fine and sued out a writ 
of habeas corpus, alleging in his petition 
that he was illegally restrained of his liberty 
because he had sold liquor at Montgomery, 
asuburban resort of Savannah, after the 
county commissioners had refused him 
license, said refusal being, in the opinion of 
the petitioner, illegal, and the statute apon 
which it was based violative of the four- 
teenth amendment to the federal constita- 
tion, because it gave an arbitrary discretion 
to the county commissioners to prevent peti- 
tioner from engaging in an occupation legal- 
ized by the laws of the state, without regard 
to his personal fitness for the business or the 
propriety and merit of his application. 

Judge Speer allowed the sheriff an oppor- 
tunity to show cause why the writ should 
not be issued, and, after hearing the parties, 
a decision so clear, cogent aud 
convincing that it must be regarded asa 
finality. 

The court showed by quotations from the 
decisions of our state supreme court that the 
powers of the couaty commissioners, or the 
ordinary, where there are no commis- 
sioners, have always been held to be unlim- 
ited, so far as the liquor traffic is concerned. 
The discretion of the commissioners or the 
ordinary cannot be reviewed. To bring his 
case under the jurisdiction of the federal 
court the petitioner would have to show that 
the action of the county commissioners had 
violated the fourteenth amendment, or in 
other words, abridged his privileges or im- 
munities, or that he had been denied the 
equal protection of the laws. Perhaps the 
case most strongly relied upon by him was 
that of Yick Wo va. Hopkins, a California 
case decided in the United States. supreme 
court. ‘This case, however, was not analo- 
gous, because it clearly appeared that Yick 
Wo had been made the victim of discrimina- 
tion against a particular class of persons, 
viz: The Chinese. There was no discrimina- 
tion against hic eceupation, Iu Moover cuse 
the conditions were reversed, -The discrim- 
ination complained of was against the occu- 


pation and not against any class of persons. — 


The court was of the opinion that when 
the state decided a particular occupation to 
be hurtful, it was a political responsibility 
and ended the matter. The only appeal was 
to public opinion or the ballot-box. The 
occupation so placed under the ban was no 
longer a right, privilege or immunity.

In incorporated towns and cities the law 
is presumed to be present in the persons of its mu- 
nicipal officers and its police force, The brutal ex- 
cesses of ungovernable and dangerous man when 
inflamed with drink may be readily repressed and 
the perpetrator punished. It is otherwise in the 
quiet and sparsely settled neighborhoods where 
the farmersand their wives and children, ‘far 
from the madding crowd’s ignoble strife, pursue 
the noiseless tenor of their way.’’ The cross-road 
groggery was the bane of our civilization, A sim- 
ple, artless and industrious laboring population in- 
flamed andennervated with drink became worthless 
as laborers, irresponsible as citizens, unreliable in 
all the relations of life. and the more vicious, very 
dangerousto socicty. It is superfluous to dilate 
upon facts so well known and which have main!y 
caused the tremendous wave of public sentiment 
towards local option. Itis historically true that 
incalculable benefit has been accomplished under 
the operation of this law and that of which it is an 
amendment by conscientious and fearless county 
Officials who have steadily refused to license drara- 
shops where there could be no police supervision. 
I state these things because in considering the rea- 
sonableness of the law the court will take corniz- 
ance ofthe history of the times in which it was 
enacted and understanding the mischief can the 
better understand the remedy notwithstanding 
the great ability and learning with which the ap. 
plication for the writ was urged, I must decline to 
grant it and it will be so ordered. 

It is understood that the case will be ap- 


pealed to the United States circuit court. 


Another Negro Rejected. 

Little Billy Chandler and some of his col- 
leagues have come to the conclusion that the 
way to break up the solid south is to reor- 
ganize the union league in this section. This 
is going back to first principles with a ven- 
geamce.

Of course, by means of a series of 
shams, it has sought to keep the negro vote. 
it has been in favor of social equality at the 
south, when it is notorious that there is no 
social equality at the north“and it has made 
a great deal of fuss about negro rights, with- 
out being willing to give the negro any 
rights at the north. How many negroes at 
the north, where the republican party has 
had almost undisputed control since the 
war, have been elected or appointed to of- 
fice?

the republican Bill Chandlers of the repub- 
lican party found out that they could not 
control the negroes of the south by means of 
the union 1 eague, which was well organ- 
ized, they determined to give the race the 
cold shoulder in every possible way, and 
this they have succeeded in doing.

James M, 
Trotter, of Boston, was appointed, but the 
senate has rejected him, and the republican 

ajority has thus shown in the most unmis- 
takable manner its opposition to the ap- 
pointment of respectable negroes to oflice.

The Union League club has undertaken 
to split the solid south. The Hon. John E. 
Bryant is corresponding secretary, and he, 
together with William~ E. Chandler, and 
Greenbay Kum, will furnish the brains if 
any body will furnish the money to try the 
experiment. These men-will undertake al- 
most any kind of a job for the republican 
party for money or other thing of value, 
They have mapped out the mountainous 
part of the south with the hope that if 
money is furnished they can conceal a great 
deal of their work in the valleys and gorges 
of that section, Every illicit distiller inthe 
sections mapped out has a lively recollection 
of‘these ex-revenue officers, and no doubt 
would be glad to help such a party 
split the solid south. 

This crowd of worthies has played its role 
in the south.

Peace Arguments. 

The Universal Peace union appears to be 
making an effort to influence congress in the 
matter of appropriations for coast defenses 
and fortifications. Peace is a good thing for 
nations as well as individuals, but weshould 
suppose that even a crank of the worst de- 
scription would admit that a defenseless 
country is the poorest argumeut in favor of 
peace that could be invented. No sane per- 
son can believe that a failure on the part of 
this republic to take precautions that are 
not only justifiable but necessary would be 
in the interest of peace. 

On the contrary, when people who are 
fond of war discover that their adversaries 
are thoroughly prepared to accomodate 
them, then there is a definite and solid ar- 
gument in favor of peace. As long as the 
spirit of liberty exists in the human breast, 
there will bewar against tyranny, and there 
should be. The era of peace will come when 
every nation has thrown off the shackles of 
kings and queens and become free. 

There have been many wholesome wars in 
the history of the world, and there will be 
others. The greatest peace argument is 
preparation for war. The genius who in- 
vented the submarine torpedo boat that 
moves about under water has rightly named 
his machine the ‘‘Peace-Maker.’’ If, as he 
claims, no iron vessel, no matter how for- 
midable, can stand against it, he has made 
a great advance in the direction of universal 
peace, When war means the annihilation 
of those who engage in it, then the millen- 
ium for which the Universal Peace union is 
laboring will be ushered in, but not befgre. 

Meanwhile, it ought to be plain even toa 
lover of peace, that the coast of the United 
States is in a deplorably exposed condition.

When the latter recovered gnuffie 
ciently to speak he unclasped the encircling armg 
of his dead companion, and, hurling the headless 
trunk from the horse, stuttered oui:

The idea ofa man with no head being expected 
to tell of his misfortune was too ridiculous foe 
Joe’s hearers to contain themseives, and, notwith 
standing the dangers of the occasion and the 
shocking incident that had occurred, a universal 
shout of laughter followed the stammering re- 
marks of the brave and fortunate Cheesman, who 
swore that he couldn't see anything funny in what 
had transpired. 


MARTHA WASHINGTON. 


Not an Educated Woman in the Sense of 
Today, 
Frank G, Carpenter, in the Cosmopolitan. 

Martha Washington was not an educated 
woman in the sense of today. She did not spell 
well, and her grammar would hardly stand the 
parsing of the public schools. Copies of two of 
her letters to her sister, Mrs, Bassett, lie before me, 
They were written at about the beginning of the 
revolution. She beginsonethus: “I have wrote 
to you several times, in hopes it would put you ig 
mind of me, but I find it has not had its intended 
effect.” Furtheron she adds: “The rivers had 
never been frozen hard enough to walk upon the 
iee since I came here.” Among the misspelt worda 
of the letterare: ‘‘Navey” for navy, “loded”’ for 
loaded, ‘‘coles” for coals, ‘‘distant’’ for destined, 
‘‘clere’’ for clear, “‘heare’ for here, ‘‘plesed’’ for 
pleased, and ‘“greatful’’ for grateful. Company 
she spells ‘‘companey,’’ and persuaded “perswa- 
ded.”’ 

In the fac-simile of a letter that she wrote to Wil- 
liam B. Reed, of New York, in 1777, 1 see that she 
knew no other punctuation mark than the dash, 
that the apostrophe was a stranger to her, and that 
her writing, though not illegible, was far from 
beautiful or elegant. The use of the capital wasag 
embarrassing to her as the use of the punctuation 
point,and her letters look as though the capitals had 
been shaken outof a mammoth pepper box and 
permitted to lie wherever they fell. 

One of her letters, commencing ‘‘My dear Fanny,” 
was lately communicated by the Rey. H. E. Hay 
den, of Pennsylvania, to ‘ The Magazine of Ameri- 
can History.’’ It is dated ‘‘Mount Vernon, August 
7, 1784,”"’ and the verbatim spelling and punctua 
tion are preserved in the publication. Some of the 
sentences begin with capitals and some without 
She writes of “My little nelly,” referring probably 
to Nellie Custis, and in the same line says that 
‘Tut is the same claver (clever) boy you left him;’ 
thus capitalizing the boy’s name, while she give? 
no capita] tothatof the girl. She writes Fanny 
that “That the General had received a letter from 
her papa,” dated at ‘richmond,’ begins the next 
sentence with a small letter, and init capitalizes 
‘Brother,’ “Family’’ and “(ieneral.”’ 

A person uses his best grammar while writing 
and he who makes mistakes here makes more in 
conversation. Martha Washington may have beem 
well educated in the schoo] of society andin tha 
of life. She was certainly not soin books and lit 
erature. There wasno library to speakof at Moun 
Vernon, and General Washington was more of am 
out-door man than a student. We haveno record 
of his wife being a reader, save that she read 4 
chapter in the Bible every morning after breakfast. 
She knew nothing about novels, and the Americait 
monthly magazine, ihe great family educator of the 
present, was not yet born. 

Martha Washington had, however, the best ad 
vantages of the day. Her whole life was spen 
among learned men and bright women, but there 
is norecord leftthat she was brilliant in social 
conversation, and you will read in vain for the re- 
ported bon mots of Martha Washington. The truth 
seems to be that Martha Washington thought wo- 
man’s sphere was home,and that knitting and cook 
ing were more important than writing letters and « 
knowledge of French. She is said to have been & 
good business woman, and to have managed the 
large estate of her first husband very ably before 
she handed her share of it over to George Wast 
ington,

Your information was correct that I had received | 


a communication advising me that ecclesiastic 
proceedings against me were again to be instituted. 
That communication I received as unofficial and 
‘personal,’ and as originating in, and emanating 
from,*simply the writer’s brotherly kindness and 
charity, attributes of character which I had al- 
ready experientially known him to possess. I did 
not think, nor do I now think, that the communi- 
cation and the suggestions that it contained were 
intended to entrap me, or tobe used thereafter to 
my hurt. Although I had had quite a sad expe- 
rience along a similar line, I did not suspect, nor 
do I now suspect, that there was any intention in 
this case to force me along such line. You 
will remember that before the 4nitiation of the 
ecclesiastic proceedings ‘against me more than a 
year ago, and when out of my darkness my heart 
was crying, “Lord, what wilt Thou have me to 
do,”’ you, as my ‘‘Rey. Father in God’ counselled 
me to demand of the church an investigation of 
the reports affecting my ministerial and moral 
character, That counsel I accepted, not only as 
wise, but as the counsel of my bishop, to whose 
heart I then felt very close, and whose counsel I 
supposed was given with the feelings of a father, as 
it unquestionably was received by mein the spirit 
of achild. My sad experience was, when the 
prosecution in my case brought out before “the 
court’’ the factthat such counsel had been given 
me, and the impression was evidently intended 
to be, and unquestionably was, left upon 
“the court,’’ that it was that counsel exclusively, 
and not My own consciousness of innocence, that 
impelled me to demand theinvestigation. How the 
prosecution came into possession of the knowledge 
of that fact, which I accepted as taking place with 
heart to heart and in tender confidence, I do not 
know; only know that when the possession of 
such knowledge was evinced by the prosecution, 
and the question was put to me whether fF had 
sought the trial of my own motion, or had been 
prompted by anotherto seek it, I felt as though I 
had received a sudden stunning blow, and almost 
cried out, “Cursed bethe man that trusteth in 
man!’ Butam I] blameable because I can see no 
reconciliation between such occurrences and the 
assertions in your recent letierthat I have quoted ”’ 

While, however, I received such communication 
as you refer to from my friend, I desire to say that 
though that had much weight in determining me 
to write you my renunciation of the ministry of 
the Protestant Episcopal church, it was not the 
only determining power. Letters to my friends, 
and conversations with my friends, could be a‘- 
duced and cited to show that the thought and pur- 
pose of sooner or later makigg such renunciation,in 
some form or other, had long been in my mind. 
And from the act [had been restrained only by 
what presented itself to my mind as loyalty to the 
church, Tam quite sure that it must have pre- 
sented itself to your own mind that 
after the experiences through which | 
hed passed during my so-called ‘‘trial,’’ it 
would be ecclesiastically impossible for me 
ever again to resume and excrcise the ministry of 
the Protestant Episcopal church in the diocese of 
Freedom from my suspension would not 
have secured to me freedom todo that, At the 
expiration of the term of my suspension I must ei- 
ther have quitted Atlanta as my home, or have 
abandoned all thought of regularly exercising the 
ministry of the Protestant Episcopal church, This 
I ssy on the assimption that the authorities of that 
church in the diocese of Georgia would be consti- 
tuted as they arc now. AndasIhadresolved not 
to do the former, Ibad resolved todo the latter, 
These resolutions had been commu 
Uf ny friemds, both by letterand ig 
And I make this statement 
you may have formed j 
that my renunciation of the ministry ‘way 
determined exclusively by the communication of 
the friend above referred to, and by the fear of an- 
other “investigation.’’ I confess freely that Ishould 
have greatly shrunk from another ecclesiastic 
‘trial.’ The experience that I had in the recent 
one was certainly not such as to lead me to desire 
another of thegame kind. Where there is neither 
change of venue nor court of appeal, one will not 
readily court a second trial, especially when the 
jury in the second trial must of necessity be made 
up either of members of the former jury, whose ver- 
dict at the first one the defendant had pronounced 
contrary tolaw and testimony, yet from which he 
had had no appeal, or of those whose environments 
are such as, to say the least of it, tend very 
strongly to bias their minds against the 
defendant. Yet that I could have been influenced 
exclusively or even largely by fear wiil not, I 
think, be accepted by anything like dispassionate 
and honest reflection; because to such refiection it 
must appear that the authorities of this diocese 
had already given me as heavy a condemnation, 
and had already sumk me as low before the world, 
as it was possible for them to do. So very little 
note does the world take of ecclesiastic distinctions 
that in its eyes recovery from deposition or degrada- 
tion would be just as easy as from suspension. 
And had you decided that the “interests of the 
church” did demand another “‘trial,’’ of course my 
renunciation of the ministry at any time could have 
had no weight in preventing it. 

For your expressed wishes concerning my 
future I thank you. Whether that 
future will be as you now say 
you wish itor not, God only knows, and the future 
itself to my friendsas tomy enemies must reveal. 
Yet I cannot but entermy protest against a very 
unkind assumption involyed in the otherwise 
kindliness of expression in your wish. Theas- 
sum ption,indeed,the open affirmation that there is 
“a habit which, asastrong man armed, seems to 
be binding me,’’ I submit is not generous, while I 
positively asseverate that it is not true. I have 
never denied taking intoxicating liquors, when I 
did take it; I have never when taking it gone be- 
hind a door or drawn down the blinds; whatlI 
have done in the matter, whether it was blam- 
able or unbiamabie, I have doneopenly. But 
this I solemnly asseverate that the habit of intem- 
perance isnot my habit, neither does it, ‘asa 
‘trong man, armed, bind me.’”’ And admitting the 
honesty and sincerity of your expressed wish, this 
asseveration, if you accept it as true, must be 
acceptable and agreeable to you. 

l assume that this is the last communication 
thatit willever be my honor to address to you. 
Ministefially, at least, I shall henceforward be out 
of your life, and you, especially, will be out of 
mine. Yet ourrelations to each other are not 
wholly abolished. As you yourself suggest, we are 
moving onto that judgment where motives, as 
well as actions, shall be seen and known and de- 
termined. At that judgment you and I must ap- 
pesr, not only to answer for ourselves, but to wit 
ness ‘for or against each other. For the good that 
you have done me, if any, may the Great Father of 
al] abundantly reward you; for the wrong that you 
have done me, if any, may He abundantly forgive 
you.
